28. NARRATIVE REPORT

Followed dump truck up to pit after notifying the operators in the mill area. Took picture of dust while following
truck. When the truck went very slow the dust was acceptable but when it went over a couple miles per hour the
dust increased significantly. The operation was being conducted in the Southeast portion of the mine just south
of the topsoil pile. Upon examination | realized they were mining outside of their previous footprint. In talking
with someone driving the dump truck, | found out the wall had collapsed in that area and they were loading the
fallen material. This tells me the operators need to be careful in their techniques when mining close to the edge
of the current mine to prevent this from happening again. Also, they need to address the wall stability in the
proposed plan. This wall was obviously fractured, whether from blasting or not, and it needed to be taken out
before the season was over last year. Also, the fallen topsoil was pushed into and over the edge of the topsoil
pile and had susequently slid down the side of the hill where it will be next to impossible to use as the pit is
reclaimed. A light generator was on site which needs to be removed. The current plan does not allow for
continued operations throughout the night.
